jet over northeast Laos 
and 
fired three m issiles a t it when 
about 90 
miles 
southw est of 
Hanoi. 
They reported 
an explosion 
and a fireball lit up the night 
skies. The A m ericans w ere fly­ 
ing an Air Force F4 Phantom . 
M ilitary spokesm en said two 
MIG21s crossed into Laos while 
A m erican planes w ere support­ 
ing Laotian forces north of Hie 
Plain of Ja rs. 
Lodge and Locher said they 
fired their electronically con­ 
trolled m issiles at one of the 
enem y planes and the second 
fled back tow'ard Hanoi.

LONDON (AP) — B ritain’s 
280,000 
coal 
m iners 
are 
ex­ 
pected to vote overwhelmingly 
Wednesday to end their six- 
week-old 
strike 
that 
crippled 
the nation’s industrial and do­ 
mestic life. They may be back 
at work by Monday. 
The miners will vote in a se­ 
cret ballot whether to accept or 
reject pay increases averaging 
20 
per 
cent 
which 
were 
awarded last week by an inde­ 
pendent tribunal. 
More than 1.6 million workers 
have been laid off as a result of 
Hie strike, which deprived elec­ 
tricity generating plants of coal 
and forced daily power cuts 
throughout tho country. 
The power cuts, almost cer­ 
tain 
to 
go 
on 
for 
another 
month, put most factories on a 
three-day week and left homes 
wiHiout heat or light for up to 
12 hours a day. 
Fifteen power stations, now' 
closed for lack of fuel, are ex­ 
pected to reopen shortly but it 
will take several weeks to build 
up the full output needed by 
m anufacturers 
and 
house­ 
holders. 
The government, meanwhile, 
warned other labor unions not 
to expect big increases sim ilar 
to those 
won by the 
m ine­ 
workers, which tore 
a

hole in the government’s unoffi­ 
cial wage hike ceiling of 8 per 
cent. 
Claims now are pending from 
railroad unions, nurses, teach­ 
ers and London transport and 
building workers.

Firemen found the bomb just 
outside the front door, inside a 
two and a half pound coffee 
can. Officers said it was so

bomb would have caused serious 
damage to tho front of the 
building and either killed or in­ 
jured anyone in the immediate 
vicinity.

Nixon and Alaska, California, 
Delaware. 
Illinois, 
Missouri, 
New Jersey and Ohio. 
In another political develop­ 
ment Monday, Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine said he would 
participate in a debate between 
the various Democratic presi­ 
dential candidates if National 
Democratic 
Chairman 
Law­ 
rence F. O’Brien makes suit­

arrangem ents. 
Muskie, 
generally considered the front- 
runner for the nomination, had 
been accused by some of his 


opponents

Mayor Sam Yorty of Los An­ 
geles, however, charged that 
Muskie’s letter to O’Brien was 
“ a subterfuge to avoid debate.” 


“He knows a debate with all 
the candidates would be impos­ 
sible to pull off.”

Last week l arry Miller was 
honored as Goodwill Worker of 
the Year here The award is in 
honor of the person who has 
shown the most progress in re­ 
habilitation 
during 
the 
past 
year. 
It was on July. 3. 1969. that 


the son of Mr. and Mrs. Ray 
Miller of Wooster was acciden­ 
tally shot in the head by a 
friend while target shooting. 
‘i t was a 20guage shotgun 
shell at eight feet,” Miller, 21, 
said “ It ripped out the left side 
of my head. My cousin, who 
was with us, pushed my brains 
back into my head and covered 
it with a rag. 
“ We had been on a road con­ 
struction job between Columbus 
and Cincinnati, so they rushed 
me to Hillsboro Hospital seven 
miles away. 


Doctors 
took 
off 
the 
rag, 
shook 
their 
heads, and said 
they couldn’t help. 
I 
“ An ambulance took me HO 
! miles to University Hospital in 
Columbus where 
a 
team 
of 
neuro-surgeons operated eight 
hours.” 
Miller, who received his award 
at tile annual meeting of the 
Goodwill 
Industries and 
Re­ 
habilitation Clinic, recalled his 
stay in the hospital 
“ When I heard doctors telling 
my parents I might never walk 
or talk or move again I got so 


angry I wanted to cuss,” he 
said, “ but the words wouldn't 
come. 
“ I decided then that nobody 
was going to tell me what I 
conk! do. 
“ My therapist in Columbus 
used to hold onto mc by the. 
back of my pajam a bottom* 
When I fell he’d jerk on the 
pants and that would straighten 
me out ” 
Miller recalled how he fell so 
often “ I’d throw myself on my 
bed and cry. 
“ But then I had a metal plate 
put in my head. I learned to 
walk without a cane, gained 
some movement of my right 
arm and amazed the doctors. I 
was also coaching the reserve 
football team at Wooster High 
and 
doing 
.scouting 
of 
area 
team s just a year after I was 
shot. 
“ I still wasn't satisfied. I de­ 
cided I wanted to find a job 
and applied at the State Bureau 
of 
Vocational 
Rehabilitation. 
They referred me to Goodwill.” 
Miller said 
his 
right 
arm 
“ used to quiver when I lifted it. 
Now I can lift weights with it. 
And I play volleyball. We have 
a lot to do here—movies, par­ 
ties, exercises in the 
gym na­ 
sium. 
I 
bought 
a 
car 
two 
montJis ago. 
“I expect to stay at Goodwill 
until July and then I'm going to 
go into the gun business with 
my 
brother-in-law—reloading 
bullets, 
refinishing 
guns 
and 
selling them. I’m not shy of 
guns because of the accident. 
After all, I didn’t shoot my­ 
self.”

m echanism , 
a 
repressor, keeps this gene in 
check. Then som ething triggers 
the gene, the virus is produced 
and tile end resu lt is cancer. 
A virus itself is a nucleus of 
RNA 
or 
DNA, 
both 
nucleic 
acids, surrounded with a coat 
of protein. It cannot exist ap art 
from tile cell it infects, unlike 
bacteria. V iruses seem s to be 
on the border betw een living 
and nonliving things. 
The theory is called the “ on­ 
cogene theory,” from the word 
oncology, the study of tum ors, 
and the word gene. It has been 
put forth by two scientists at 
the N ational C ancer Institute, 
Dr. Robert J. H uebncr and Dr. 
G eorge J. Todaro. 
Up to now, various lab o ra­ 
tories 
have 
reported 
associ­ 
ations 
between 
viruses 
and 
such cancers as ca n cer of the 
b reast 
and 
cervix, 
leukem ia, 
Hodgkin s discase, sarco m a—a 
form th a t prim arily affects con­ 
nective 
tissue 
and 
bone—and 
B urkites 
lym phom a, 
found 
widely 
am ong 
children 
in 
U ganda, Africa. 
But Todaro, for one, is skepti­ 
cal about m any of the claim s, 
noting a t an international vi­ 
rology m eeting th a t cancer vi­ 
ruses “ com e and go.” Todaro 
and 
others 
cautioned 
against 
any im pression th at a cure for 
cancer was on the horizon. 
The 
work 
suggests 
that 
if 
cancer is ultim ately to be con­ 
trolled, som e way will have to 
be found to in terfere with the 
m echanism 
th a t 
sw itches 
on 
the oncogene, a way to m am pu- 
ate the gene to keep the body’s 
n atu ral defense m echanism , its 
im m une system , working c o r­ 
rectly. This would be a long 
w ay off. 
While a link between viruses 
and can cer has been suspected, 
there is now the surprising sug­ 
gestion th at there m ay be a 
link betw een viruses and a rte ­ 
riosclerosis and h e a rt attacks. 
The suggestion eom es from a 
c o d i n g 
cardiologist, 
Dr. 
G eorge E. Burch, head of the 
departm ent of m edicine a t Tu-

He

In h ea rt disease, his theory 
runs, virus infections in chil 
dren and young adults cause 
dam age to the arteries of the 
heart, which results in scarrin 
and, ultim ately, over the years 
turning into arteriosclerotic Ie 
sinus. 


A rteriosclerosis is m arked by 
lesions, clum ps of fat, in tile 
walls of the arteries, thereby 
narrow ing the arteries and in 
terfering with the blood flow 
This leads to h eart attacks. 
Using 
a 
virus 
called 
Cox 
sackie virus, the B-4 strain, Dr 
Burch and his colleagues have 
produced dam age in the euro 
nary 
arteries 
of 
mice. 
Cox 
sackie virus, am ong other vi 
ruses, is responsible for m any 
of the com m on respiratory and 
intestinal infections of children 
This is not to dispute the find 
ings th a t have linked such fac­ 
tors as diet or high blood pres 
sure with h ea rt disease. The 
idea is th a t the virus infection 
is the initial insult to the a r 
tery, whch is then aggravated 
by, say, a diet high in choles­ 
terol.
